The Union forces
heard of his presence at home and sur-
prised and captured him a few days
later. Genere.l Wool, then commander
at Fort DMonroe, exchanged General
l.se for three, prominent Union officers
who had been selected from prisoners
in Libby Prison to be shot in retaliation

[Tnion troops, The saber, scabbard and
belt which Mr, Harmon has were taken
by Henry Workline, of Newark, one of
Lee's captors, earried by him to the end
of the war, and then exchanged for &
aword Mr. Harmon carried. The latter
prizes Lee's saper, and has refused
several offers for it from relic bunters.
